AGRICULTURAL 
AIMS. 
J. B. Hill, County Farm 
Agent, 
says the department of agriculture 
is planing to carry a message to the 
farmers of Oklahoma, advocating a 
saner method of farming. The farm ­ 
ers are to be urged to grow more 
food and feed stuffs at home, aud 
not have to depend upon other com­ 
munities for many of the necessities 
of life. 
A few years ago a crowd of busi­ 
ness men in Memphis, 
Tennessee, 
conceived the idea of keeping more 
money in the agricultural communi­ 
ties surrounding that city. 
A man 
familiar with conditions was employ­ 
ed to supervise the campaign. It was 
learned that one county in Mississip­ 
pi sent more money into Missouri, 
Iowa and other food producing states 
than the farmers of that county ac­ 
tually made in a given year. 
Other 
coonties in Arkansas and Tennessee 
were found in little better condition. 
It is evident that a farming communi­ 
ty which must send out great quan­ 
tities of money for essentials of life 
will never be a wealthy community. I 
One county in Mississippi which 
used to import most of its meat is 
now one of the largest hog raising 
counties in the South and scores of 
car loads of hogs leave that county 
every year. 
We believe the farmers of Ponto­ 
toc county will be pleased to co-ope­ 
rate with the department of agricul­

OHAHMQRT PLACE OF 
HISTORIC INTEREST 


GENERAL HEADQUARTERS OF 
AME R I C A N 
EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCES. CHAUMONT, France, Dec­ 
ember 27 (Correspondence of The 
Associated Press.)—In 
such 
spare 
time as their duties permit many of 
the officers of the American Head­ 
quarters Staff have studied the inter­ 
esting historical relics of this little 
city. 
While not so old as some of 
its neighboring towns 
nevertheless 
Chaumont is a fertile field of inves­ 
tigation. 
It was once the seat and strong­ 
hold of the Counts of Champagne. 
On the edge of a tree-clad precipice 
that commands a wide sweep of field 
and forest still stands the large Tour 
Hautefeuille a relic of the castle of 
the Counts of Champagne. 
A mass­ 
ive square structure of masonry, li­ 
chened and gray with age, it 
now 
forms one angle of the more modern 
Palais de Justice and is in such good 
condition that it is hard to realize it 
dates from th# lith century. 
Below 
it are the cells of the court house, 
and around its base is a quaint wall­ 
ed garden shaded by ancient trees. 
This was once the castle garden, and 
from a deep ravine a stairway*tun­ 
neled from the rock leada to the old 
tower. 
Many of Chaumont^ houses date 
to the Twelfth centuryt but next to 
tower Hautefeuille in interest is the 
Church of St. Jean. 
Crowded 
in 
between buddings on all sides this 
beautiful old edifice shows no less ad­ 
vantage than many newer churches 
and cathedrals, but few 
of 
them 
hold more of interest. It dates from 
the 13th, 15th and 16th centuries 
and retains exquisite monuments of 
each period. 
The beautiful double porch o f the 
south portal is well known to archi­ 
tects and its flamboyant Gothic is in 
strong contrast to the severe Renais­ 
sance style of the west portal. ' The 
interior ornamentation is rich and 
varied, the trifolium inutile transept 
being embellished with an exquisite 
cornice supported on corbels. 
The 
church also holds a painting of St. 
Alexis ascribed to Andrea del Sarto. 
A chapel in the north aisle holds a 
curious Holy Sepulchre dating from 
1460. 
The pulpit and stalls are the work 
of Bouchardon, father of the famous 
sculptor who was a native of Chau­ 
mont, having been born here In 1698. 
But Chaumont^ place in later his­ 
tory probably Tests on the fact that 
here was signed the famous treaty 
of 1814 by which the Allied Sover­ 
eigns pledged themselves to reduce 
France to the limits of 1789. In ap 
ancient building in the Rue Bou­ 
chardon, once a convent, but now the 
residence of a wealthy citizen, and 
for the present loaned as the official 
American “guesthouse” and officers* 
club, there is a stained glass window 
commemorating the signing of the 
treaty. 
It is claimed that the his­ 
toric event took place In this build­ 
ing. 
Chaumont was the birthplace and 
home of Phillipe Lebon, the pioneer 
of gas lighting in France, and near 
the railway station is a bronze stat­ 
ue of him by Pechinet. 
Lebon was 
born in 1767.

It was once the seat and strong- 


hold of the Counts of Champagne. 
On the edge of a tree-clad precipice 
that commands a wide ^weep of field 
and forest still stands the large Tour 
Hautefeuille a relic of the castle of 
the Counts of Champagne. A mass- 
ive square structure of masonry, li- 
chened and gray with age. it 
now 


forms one angle of the more modern 
Palais de Justice and is in such good 
condition that it is hard to realize it 
dates from the llth century. 
Below 


It are the cells of the court house, 
and around its base is a quaint wall- 
ed garden shaded by ancient trees. 
This was once the caatle garden, and 
from a deep ravine a stairway'tun- 
neled from the rock leads, to the old 
tower. 


Many of Chaumont's houses date 


to the Twelfth century,, but next to 
tower Hautefeuille in interest is the 
Church of St. Jean. 
Crowded 
In- 


between buildings on all sides this 
beautiful old edifice shows no less ad- 
vantage than many newer churches 
and cathedrals, but few 
of 
them 


hold more of. Interest. It dates from 
the 13th, 15th and 16th centuries 
and retains exquisite monuments of 
each .period. 
_. 


The beautiful double porch 01 the 


south portal is well known to archi- 
tects and its flamboyant Gothic Is in 
strong contrast to the severe Renais- 
sance style of the .west portal. ' The 
interior ornamentation is rich and 
varied the triforlum in the transept 
being embellished .with an exquisite 
cornice supported on corbels.. The 
church also holds a painting of St. 
Alexis ascribed to Andrea del Sarto. 
A chapel in the north aisle holds a 
curious Holy Sepulchre dating from 
1460.The pulpit and stalls are the work 
of Bouchardon, father of the famous 
sculptor who was a native of Ohau- 
mont, having been born here in 1.698. 


But Chaumont's place In later his- 


tory probably rests on the fact that 
here was signed the famous treaty 
of 1814 by which tbe Allied Sover- 
eigns -pledged themselves to. reduce 
Prance to tbe limits ot 1789. . In aa 
ancient-building in the Rue Bou- 
chardon, once a convent, but now the 
residence of a wealthy citizen, and 
for the present loaned as the official 
American "guesthouse" and officers' 
club, there is a stained glass window 
commemorating the 
signing of

treaty

toric event took place In this bulld- 


Chaumont was the birthplace .and 


home of PhilUpe Lebon, the pioneer 
of gas lighting in France, and near 
the railway station is a bronze stat- 
ue of him by Pechinet. Lebon vas 
born in 1767.
